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comprising the step of forming a second semiconductor film containing a second 
organic material over the first mask and the source and drain electrodes of the second 
element" as recited in claim 2, "a method for manufacturing a semiconductor device 
including the a first element and a second element, comprising the step of forming a 
second semiconductor film containing a second organic material over the source and 
drain electrodes of the second element" as recited in claim 3, and "a method for 
manufacturing a semiconductor device comprising the step of after forming the barrier 
layer, etching the semiconductor film using the mask to form a semiconductor layer" as 
recited in claim 12.
